"Whitehead closed- the debate-for the 
opposition to the • Stevens Primary 
election bill last night with a speech 
"which is declared by those familiar 
"with legislative oratory to be the 
-ablest in the Wisconsin senate in a 
•score of years. 
Although the. re- 


•sult of the final ballot in the bill (14 
to 19) was a foregone 
conclusion, 


opinions are .freely expressed that 
Senator Whitehead's speech served to 
hold the opposition together and pre- 
vented the rumored desertions from 
the ranks of the Stalwarts from tak- 
ing place. 


Spoke as a Statesman. 


Senator Whitehead spoke as 
a 


statesman rather than as a politician. 


. He spoke as one seeking truth rather 


than 
political 
expediency. 
His 


speech dealt with the measure in all 
of its details and he showed more 
clearly than had been shown in the en- 
tire debate in just what respects the 
proposed law would fail'to accomplish 
what its advocates claimed it would 
do. 


When he tad finished it seemed 


that the last word -had been said en 
the primary election question. Mr. 
iWhitehead was greeted with great 
applause from the eight hundred or 
more people who had crowded into 
the senate chamber to hear th,s last 
clash in the debate. 
His speech was 


frequently interrupted with applause 
when he ganre the bill his shoulder 
blows of argument and convincing 


. logic. 
' 


Congratulated the Senator. 


After the voting^ was finished and 


adjournment had been taken, Senator 
.Whitehead was surrounded by an en- 
thusiastic crowd of .admiring . sena- 
tors and friends each eager to con- 
gratulate; him upon his magnificent 
effort. 
.

Senator Whitehead began by recit- 


ing the history of primary election 
agitation and legislation in Wiscon- 
sin. 
He stated that he had given the 


subject his most careful considera- 
tion during his two terms of service 
in the senate, that he himself, as chair- 
man of the cbirimittee on privileges 
and elections had framed and intro- 
duced at hte previous session a bill 
providing for a system of direct vote 
of the people In making nominations, 
but which differed greatly from the 
bill now up for passage. 


Would Not Suit Rock County 


After studying-the Stevens bill he 


had" concluded that the kind of. pri- 
mary election'it represented was not 
adapted to the existing conditions in 
Hock county and that he had heard 
nothing in the present 
debate 
to 


change his opinion. 
i 


Mr. Whitehead 'declared, that- he 


Was absolutely and unalterably op- 
posed to primary election but not to 
direct vote of .the people In so far ae 


' the machinery could be' devised to 
make It applicable. 


Throughout the debate the advo- 
cates 'of the bill had harped upon the 
primary election plank of the plat- 
form as a strong reason why the law 
should be passed. 
Senator White- 


head disposed of this' argument by 
saying: "The party platform pledge 


• has not the force of law. 
The ac- 


tion that we take tonight will have 
the force of law. ''\ We-are not in a 
political convention, we are in the 
senate of Wisconsin. We are not pol- 


. 
itlcians tonight, we are lawmakers 
and statesmen. 
I will not support 


a bill until I know that I can .do so 
conscienciously and consistently with 
my solemn oath." 


Objections to Stevens Bill. • 


Taking up the provisions of the bill 


he showed how it .failed to apply the 
genuine Australian ballot to the nomi- 
nation system. 
It is more univer- 


sally hard to comprehend than the 
first Australian ballot law which had 
to be rejected on account of its un- 
wieldly arid cumbersome character. 


The provision of the Stevens bill 


compelling a candidate to 
circulate 


petitions in a large number of coun- 
ties in the state was condemned by 
the senator as being a departure from 
every established usage. 
He cited a 


recent decision of the supreme court 


. of California declaring this .latter pro- 


vision unconstitutional. • ' • • . - 


Senator Whitehead objected to the 


bill because it was - an -undue injec- 
tion of political .parties into state leg- 
islation, something which -had been 
successfully avoided up to the year 
1877. 
The fact that under the pro- 


posed act we would still have cau- 
cuses, delegates and . conventions for 
national nominations was also dwelt 
upon as an objection. 


System Is Cumbersome. 


In closing his speech Senator White- 


head said: "You cannot by legisla- 
tion make people over. 
if good peo- 


ple go to the polls they will cast good 
ballots. 
There is no good in a mere 


system—there is every good or bad in 
the men who use the system. 
This 


system would surely break down un- 
der the weight of bad men. 
This 


system by its cumbersomeness and 
its intricacies would intrench a ma- 
chine so gigantic that you could not 
dislodge it and the machinations of 
which' you could not circumvent."

AFTER A $2,000,000 FORTUNE, 


Ra»»l»n KelatiTe. Seek Estate Left by a 


Texas Man. 


New York, April 12.—Vladmlr de 


Teplpw, imperial consul-general' of 
Russia, has received an inquiry from 
St. Petersburg concerning a fortune of 
?2,000,000, alleged to have been left by 
Napoleon Dembinsky in Austin, Tex. 
Drwibinsky, according to th.e-consul's 
information, was a native of Russia', 
who came to this country many years 
ago and worked his way up from a 
poor boy. He died about 1886 in Aus- 
tin, leaving no immediate family and 
no relatives in this country. Relatives 
in Russia recently heard of his death 
by accident and through the American 
minister at St. Petersburg : obtained 
some information. 
' 


"The Russian' relatives," said the 


consul last night, "are poor people, and 
cannot afford to go to any expense,to 
investigate the reality of thjs for- 
tune. Through the courtesy of. the 
American minister in St. Petersburg, 
however, they have learned enough to 
satisfy them that a large estate was 
left and that there were no American 
heirs to claim it. 


"The American minister has writ- 


•ten me that he believes the property 
has passed into the hands of one of the 
Catholic churches in Austin. He sent 
me the name of Roods Fisher, Jr., of 
Austin, who, he said, would be able to 
furnish me with the detailed informa- 
tion on the subject. I have written 
and telegraphed Mr. Fisher, but.I have 
received no reply."

NATIVES ARE ON PROBATION, 


Cubans frill Not Be Coerced Into Ac- 


cepting Condition* . o[ . Independence— 
Action Regarding Platt Amendment Is. 
to Serve. »s Teat of Ability. 


Washington, D. C., April 12.—There 


is not the slightest disposition mani- 
fested by the administration, to modify 
its Cuban policy in the slightest par- 
ticular. 
No attempt.will be made to 


coerce the Cubans into accepting the 
conditions of independence as laid 
down by Congress. The president has 
it within his power, of course, merely 
as a matter of parliamentary law, to 
prorogue or dissolve the Cwban con- 
stitutional convention whenever he 
thinks best. He calle'd the convention 
Into existence, arid he can terminate 
its life at his own discretion. 
The 


simplest way to do it would be to cut 
off the per diem allowance. Many o£ 
the delegates, as is' well known, are 
now drawing $10 a day or so, for the 
first time in their lives, and they are 
naturally 
disinclined to accept the 


Platt amendments or do anything else 
which would put an end to their offi- 
cial positions. 
So long as their sala- 


ries go on they do not care if Cuba 
never has a constitution. The presi- 
dent understands the situation thor- 
oughly.' He is quite willing that the 
Cubans should have all the rope they 
need .to hang themselves. It is be- 
lieved here that if the Cu-ban conven- 
tion protracts its sessions it will be a 
demonstration of the capacity of the 
people of the island to govern them- 
selves. Practically all the Republican 
members of Congress are anxious to 
keep Cuba,, and they will be only too 
delighted if the Cubans themselves, by 
rejecting the Platt amendment, give to 
Congress the opportunity it desires. In 
discussing the matter with senators 
and others who called upon him. the 
president has uniformly-expressed the 
opinion that the Cubans would in the 
end accept the Platt amendment. The 
members'of the constitutional conven- 
tion, according to the information here. 
flo not seem to have the slightest idea 
of the fact that the conditions imposed 
by the Platt amendment are absolute- 
ly an ultimatum. They are a part of 
the statute laws of the United States, 
and if the President should violate 
them He could 
be 
impeached. The 


' proposition to have the Cubans appoint 


a commission to come to Washington 
is quite 'favorably received here. There 
will not be the slightest disposition to 
consider this as a diplomatic matter, 
subject to any negotiation. 
On the 


contrary, it is believed if the commis- 
sion comes here it will be speedily in- 
formed -by President McKinley, with 
the exquisite tact he possesses to such 
a marked degree, that the Cuban con- 
vention can accept or decline the terms 
as it sees fit. but that the president 
will not withdraw his authority from 
Cuba unty the conditions imposed by 
Congress have been met, both in letter 
and spirit. 
It is predicted that if a 


commission does pome here, it will 
speedily become aware of .the fact that 
Cuba is up against a serious proposi- 
tion. 
If it accepts the Platt amend- 


ment its independence 
will 
depend 


only on its own good behavior. If it 
declines the Platt amendment Congress 
will take the .ground without hesita- 
tion that the Cubans have refused to 
giye the necessary pledges, and hence 
the United States will be justified in 
at least establishing a permanent pro^ 
tectorate, if it does not go to ttie~ ex^ 
tent of an actual annexation.

Master Speech by Whitehead. 


The debate on the Stevens bill last 


night was by far the best that has 
yet iheen held on the subject.

ably the master speech was the ad- 
dress of Senator Whitehead. 
The 


latter -went into all of the details r.\ 
the bill, pointed out its fallacies and 
contended that the spirit of the meas- 
ure "was wrong and dangerous. 
He 


was frequently interrupted by 
ap- 


plause and after the session received 
many congratulations. - It was the 
first public expression of the senator 
on the subject, but he was so forceful 
that.it left no doubt in the minds of 
the audience that he had given it a 
great deal of study.

Senators kreutzer and Riordaii also 


made effective speeches .against the
